THE CASUALTY LIST 


The official record shows that 1294 
persons were killed during 1929 in motor 
“accidents” in Canada. Probably the 
odd 294 met death in mishaps which 
would not have been avoided had reason- 
able caution been exercised. The others 
were the victims of carelessness and de- 
liberate recklessness, on the part of 
themselves and others. The “Roman 
holiday” has ceased to be an impressive 
example of the cheapening of human 
life. 


THE “BLASTING” POLICY 


Mr. Bennett_says he would ‘“‘blast” a 
way into foreign markets for Canadian 
products. The Congress of the United 
States started out to drive the products 
of that country into foreign markets by 
the means Mr. Bennett says he would 
employ. The ink is hardly dry yet on 
the new tariff bill. But already the 
commercial papers of the republic are 
protesting that it is the foreign trade of 
the United States that has been “‘blast- 
ed,” and that when other countries have 
time to re-frame their tariffs in response 
the export business of the United States 
| will be “shot all to pieces”. 


INSULTS HELP NOBODY 


Apparently the thousands of Cal- 
gary people who turned out on Thurs- 
| day evening to hear Premier King dis- 
cuss the public questions of the day 
were not allowed to do so, in so far as 
that could be prevented by a display of 
rowdyism. Referring to the disturb- 
ances, the Albertan, says: 

“The meeting was one of the most revolting 
exhibitions of bad taste which could possibly 
have soiled our reputation for fair play. Not 
only the Prime Minisicr, but Mr. Stewart and 
to some extent Mr. McLaurin were periodically 
swamped under a wave of booing and catcaiiing 
and a running chorus of ‘questions’ which would 
probably have proved to be utterly senseless 
even if they had been sufficiently coherent to 
be understood. If the riff-raff of the galleries 
had been ejected by the police, as well they 
might have been, there is no reason to suppose 
they would not have gone sulking into sonte 
remote corner outside the building and pledged 
their undying adherence to the principles of 
free speech. True, one of them was escorted 
from the building much to the indignation of 
the champions of British liberties who consid- 
ered that their rights to be vocal had been out- 
raged.” ’ 

If whoever engineered that demons- 
tration thought that they were doing a 
service to unemployed men, they are as 
singularly lacking in judgment as in 
fairness. Not by such means are the 
public to be induced to take a sympa- 
thetic attitude toward pleas for assist- 
ance. It is not to be supposed that the 
great body of unemployed men in Cal- 
| gary had anything to do with the plot. 
But they will be more or less generally 
blamed for it, or suspected of approv- 
ing it, and to that extent the perform- 
ance will react to alienate public sym- 
pathy with the unemployed in Calgary 
and elsewhere. 

_ Conduct of that sort immediately 
raises in the mind of the taxpayer the 


question whether or not he is willing to 
go down into his pocket to provide 
work or meal tickets for men who have 
so little regard for fair play and public 
rights. In the interests of men who 
need help at this time it is to be hoped 
that there will be no more exhibitions of 
the kind, and that the Calgary incident 
may be speedily forgotten. 


INTRA-EMPIRE TRADE 


In 1927, the last year for which fig- 
ures are available, Great Britain, the 
oversea dominions, colonies, and depend- 
encies, traded with each other and with 
foreign countries to the total amount of 
$15,894,701,000. Of this total the trade 
among the British nations amounted to 
$4,180,248,000, or 26 per cent. Their 
trade with other countries totalled $11,- 
714,453,000, or 74 per cent of the aggre- 
gate. 

Roughly speaking, one-quarter of the 
external trade of the units which make 
up the Empire is done with each other; 
three-quarters with outside countries. 
These figures in t selves suggest the 
vast possibilities which exist for devel- 
oping trade between the British nations 
by diverting to each other trade which 
now is done with foreign states, 

But the figures only present the pic- 
ture in part. The wide distribution of 
the countries within the Empire, and 
almost infinite variety of their products, 
are the factors Which make intra-empire 
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trade practicable on a basis of mutual 
benefits. The territories which comprise 
the Empire range all the way from the 
north pole to the far southern seas, 
with climates and products as varied as 
their geographical locations. 

The trade policy of the Mackenzie 
King Government has been based on a 
clear recognition of the opportunities 
thus presented for turning to practical 
account the racial and political affinities 
of the British countries. Under agree- 
ments negotiated with that end in view, 
Canadians are now doing a large and 

wing trade with Australia, New Zea- 
and and the West Indies, a trade that 
is important in itself and important also 
in its reaction upon the attachment of 
these dominions and colonies to Canada. 

One of the major questions which 
Canadians are to settle on the 28th of 
the present month is whether they wish 
to continue this policy of cultivating 
commercial relationships within the 
Empire. In so far as Mr. Bennett's 
ideas are discoverable through the fog 
of language, he has no particular use for 
this type of preference, and would deal 
with other British countries on the same 
basis as with foreign states; while he 
appears to be unwilling to do business 
with foreign states on any basis that 
would be acceptable to them.

SUMMER SQUASH RECIPES 
In buying summer squash, look for those that are smali, thia-skinned 
and with a fresh, waxy appearance. 
Here are a few recipes to suggest different ways of preparing summer 
squash and combining it with other foods 


Mashed Squash—One of the simple ways for pre- 
paring summer squash is to cook it in very little 
water, mash it when cookéd tender and add butter 
and cream, the same as you would do in preparing 
mashed potatoes. 

Baked Summer 
squashes. Cut into halves. Scoop out 
Place in a pan containing a very little hot water and 
bake until tender.

The point then is that this army 
of complainers of self-consciousness 
is just like the rest of us, only 
more so. The feeli: increas¢s for 
each of us in that relation in which 
he feels least secure. It's the in- 
security, the timidity that induces 
the self-consciousness, aggravated 
by the additional feeling of a per- 
sonal relation. The objective job 
helps to dissipate the subjective 
feeling of being on trial. Many a 
woman who is the embodiment of 
grace and ease in the social rela- 
tion becomes panicky with self- 
consciousness in facing =n audi- 
ence; the audience doesn’t fuse into 
a mass, but is just a multiplied rdi- 
tion of individual critical obs¢rvers 
The focus of  self-consciousness 
shifts with the personality. Aecrowd 
is imposing; you can't tell what 
they may do; so humanity in the 
mass is formidable and becomes the 
oceasion of self-consciousness. 

As for advice, this correspondent 
looked for it in books and failed to 
find it. The recipe can't readily be 
written out; each must make his 
own prescription. What is common 
to the army of complainers is mak- 
ing too much of it. A central object 
of fear is the fear of becoming self- 
conscious. Let it show itself in an 
outward sign, such as blushing or 
flushing, and that sympton becomes 
the target of compiaint. 

Don't take self-consciousness too 
seriously. The overinhibited make 
a large democratic army; cultivate 
an artificial sense of ease until you 
can make it natural; devise some 
tricks to get you over the trying 
overtures, Recognize the function 
of small talk, even if you haven't 
any interest in the weather. We 
really should erect statues of 
gratitude to the weather; it has 
helped so many over a trying mo- 
ment of self-consciousntss. Ex- 
amine yourself carefully and 
frankly to detect why it is that you 
can't put your best foot forward, 
and let yourself go. Take an in- 
terest in your feliow-beings, even 
the dull ones, if you can; make 
them objects of your interest and 
you'll think more of them and less 
of yourself. Good listeners are 
varely self-conscious.

King James’s Porter Carried Two Husky Guardsmen 
Easily, Despite Struggles 


“Parsons seized him by the waistband of his breeches.” 
Giants seldom have streng’h in 


Proportion to their size, but the 
strongest man of his day in Eng- 
land, Walter Parsons, porter first 
to King James I and later to 
Charles I, was more powerful than 
even his magnificent frame—he was 
seven feet seven inches tall, and 
built proportionately—promised 


Parsons, born in Staffordshire, wa 
apprenticed to a blacksmith He 
grew so tall in stature that a hole 
had to be made in the ground for 
him to stand in “up to his knees” as 
he worked at the anvil 


When he had attained his full 
height and strength his fame spread 
and he came to the atiention of 
King James, who made him his 
porter, “seeing,” says Fuller, a 
chronicler of curiosities of that day 
“as gates generally are higher than 
the rest of the building, so it was 
sightly that the porter should be 
taller than other persons.” 

The king's appointment may not 
have been a precedent, but the prac- 
tice of employing tall gatemen and 
doormen endures to this day. 

The’ feats of strength attributed to 
Parsons are mostly of a humorous 
nature, Indeed the big man, being 
good-natured, seldom employed his 
powers for destruction or the grati- 
fication of malice. Among the out- 
Standing acls attributed to him were 
the following: 

He would take two of the tallest, 
heaviest and strongest yeomen of 
the palace guard under his arms, de- 
opite their most strenuous resistance, 
and carry them about the guard- 
chamber as he pleased. 

A man of ordinary stature, having 
made fun of him in the streets of 
London, Parsons seized him by the 
waistband of his breeches, carried 
him into a butcher's shop and hung 
him upon one of the hooks of the 
shambles, leaving him to struggle 
helplessly while the crowd roared in 
delight, 

When James I died, Parsons be- 
came porter to Charles 1 But'a 
humiliating thing happened to him, 
A William Evans, of Monmouthshire, 
turned up who was taller than he by 
two inches, Charles discharged Par- 
sons and put Evans in his place. 

Though taller, Evans was not the 


man his predecessor had been. He

One of the most satisfactory veg-. 
@tables for home-canning is the 
“baby” beet. Beets are ane of the few 
vegetables that do not looge their) 
flavor and natural sweetness if more 
than an hour's time elapses between 
the gathering and use. They are less 
perishable than almost any summer 
vegetable and for that reason the 
woman who buys her vegétables runs 
the risk of spoilage after canning. The 
perfect freshness of peas and beans,! 
corn and tomatoes is such an import-/| 
ant factor in their keeping qualities 
after canning that it seidom pays to 
try to can these vegetables unless 
one has one’s own garden. 

Although winter beets are avail- 
able. many women find them incon- 
venient and expensive tc use on ac- 
count of the long cooking required 
The housekeeper who burs her fue! 
by feet cr unts finds that several 
hours spent in the cooking of a veg- 
etable is quite an item 

The oven-method of canning is 

rticularly easy for beets. If you 

ave a thermostatic controlled oven, 
the regulator is set to 275 degrees F. 
and the oven heated while packing 
the vegetables. An oven thermometer 
can, of course, be used, but frequent 
checking is necessary to insure satis- 
factory results. ; 

Small beets, about the size of a 
walnut, require no dicing or slicing 
and are most attractive for serving 
Larger ones should be cut in quarters, 
diced or sliced ready for serving. More 
beets can be put in a can if they are 
eut and it saves cans and storage! 


space. 
Wash beets thoroughly, using a veg- 
etable brush. Cut off tops, leaving 
about two inches of stem. Take care 
not to break the skin nor cut the long 
straight tap root. Drop into a kettle 
of «boiling water and boi] 15 or 20 
minutes. Dip into cold water to make 
easier to handle and slip off skins. 
Pack in hot steralized jars, adding 
1, teaspoon salt, ‘2 teaspoon sugar 
and 1 teaspoon lemon juice to a pint 
jar. Add enough boiling water to fill 
ars to within an inch of the top, 
lf seal and place in preheated oven 
Leave for two hoi remove from 
oven and completely seal. Invert for 
a few minutes to be sure the seal is 
Perfect, then place upright and let 
stand until cool 
As soon as a jar is filled. place it 
in the oven and keep jars about 
two inches apart to allow for circula- 
tion of heat around each jar. Two 
racks may be used if the oven is large 
enough. |
